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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record does not disclose, nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to 
include the limitations, in combination with other limitations, a system in which each of 
the tributary payloads includes an ordered set of input columns that are interleaved 
within a payload of input data stream. The read controller, in parallel with write 
controller, causes the input columns from the common buffer to be read to the output 
columns of the output data stream according to the read pointer. For each of the output 
columns, the read pointer selects an input column from a limited portion of the common 
buffer that contains a set of input columns that are switchable in time to the 
corresponding output column and maintain the order of the columns within each of the 
tributary payloads.
